RULES 

No. 9/6/8 1-CSTL— The Rules for a Limited Departmental 
Competitive Examination for inclusion in the Select Lists tor 
the Upper Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service, Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service, Depart’ 
ment of Tourism and Secretariat of Election Commission of 
India to be held by the Staff Selection Commission in Sep- 
tember, 1981 are published for general information. 

2. The number of persons to be selected for inclusion in 
the Select Lists will be specified in thei Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservations shall be made for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 
Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes men- 
tioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 1950, 
the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950, the Cons- 
titution (Scheduled Castes) (Union Territories) Order 1951, 
the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Union Territories) 
Order, 1951, as amended by the Scheduled Castes and Sche- 
duled Tribes Lists (Modification) Order, 1956, the Bombay 
Reorganisation Act, I960, the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 

1966, the State of Himachal Pradesh Act, 1970, and the 
North Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) Act, 1971, the ConS’ 
titution (Jammu and kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order 
1956, the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) Sche- 
duled Tribes Order, 1959, the Constitution (Dadra apd Nagar 
Haveli) Scheduled Castes Ordei, 1962, the Constitution 
(Dadra and Nagar Haveli), Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, 
tne Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 1964, 
the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes), (Uttar Pradesh) Onler, 

1967, the Constitution (Goa, Daman and Diu) Scheduled 
Castes Order, 1968, the Constitution (Goa f Daman and Diu)

3. The examination will be .conducted by the Staff Selec- 
tion Commission in the manner prescribed in the Appendix 
to these Rules, 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary 
officer of the Lower Division Grade of the Central Secreta- 
riat Clerical Service, or Raliway Board Secretariat Clerical 


Service, or the Department of Tourism, or the Election Com- 
mission of India who on the 1st August, 1981/lst January, 
1981 satisfies tho following conditions, shall be eligible to 
appear at the examination : 

(1) Length of Service 

(a) He should have on the 1st August, 1981 rendered an 
approved and continous servcic of not less than 5 years in 
the Lower Division Giade of the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service or ini the post of Lower Division Clerk in the Depart- 
ment of Tourism or an approved and continuous service of 
not less than 3 years in the post of Lower Division Clerk in 
the Secretariat of Election Commission of India. 

Provided that if he had been appointed to the Lower Divi- 
sion Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical Serivcc or the 
Department of Tourism on the results of a competitive exa- 
mination, including a Limited Departmental Competitive 
Examination, the results of such examination should have 
been announced not lcsa than 5 years before the crucial date 
and he should have rendered not less than 4 years approved 
and continuous service in that Grade. 

Provided that if he had been appointed to a post of Lower 
Division Clerk in the Secretariat of Election Commission of 
India on the results of a Competitive Examination, including 
a Limited Departmental Competitive Examination, the 
results of such examination should have been announced not 
less than 3 ycnis before the crucial date and he should have 
rendered not less than 2 years approved and continuous ser- 
vice in that Grade. 

(b) He should have on the 1st January, 1981 rendered 
an approved and continuous service of not less than 5 years 
in tho Lower Division Grade) of the Railway Board Secreta- 
riat Clerical Service ; 

Piovided that if he had been appointed to the Lower Divi- 
sion Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service 
on the results of a competitive examination, including a 
Limited Departmental Competitive Examination, the results 
of such examination shoulct have been announced not less 
than 5 years before the crucial date and he should have 
rendered not less than 4 years approved and continuous ser- 
vice in that Grade. 

Note 1 — -The limit of 5 years of approved »nd continuous 
service will also apply if the total reckonable 
service of a candidate is partly as a Lower Divi- 
sion Clerk and partly as Upper Division Clerk in 
the Central Secretariat Clerical Service or Railway 
Board Secretariat Clerical Service or the Depart- 
ment of Tourism. 

Note 2 — The limit of 3 years of approved and continuous 
service will also apply if the total reckonable ser- 
vice of a candidate is partly as a Lower Division 
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Clerk and partly as Upper Division Clerk in the 
Secretariat of Election Commission of India, 

Noth 3 — Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary 
Lower Division Clerk of the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service or Railway Board Secretariat 
Clerical Service or of the Secretariat of Election 
Commission of India or of Department of Tourism 
who joined the Armed Forces during the period oi 
operation of the proclamation of Emergency issued 
on 26th October, 1962, namely, 26th October, 
1962 to 9th January, 1968, would op reversion 
fiom the Armed Forces, be allowed to count the 
period of his service (including the period oi 
training, if any) in the Armed Forces towards the 
prescribed minimum service. 

Noth 4 — Lower Division Clerks who are on deputation to 
ex cadi c posts with the approval of the competent 
authority will be eligible to be admitted to the 
examination, if otherwise eligible. This, however, 
does not apply to a Lower Division Clerk, who has 
been appointed to an ex-cadre posts or to another 
Service on Transfer* and does not have a lien in 
the lower Division Grade of the Central Secreta- 
riat Clerical Service or Railway Board Secretariat 
Clerical Service or the Secretariat of Election 
Commission of India or Department of Tourism.

ment of Tourism or Election Commission who 
joined the Armed Forces during the period of 
opei at ion of the Proclamation of Emergency issued 
on 26th October, 1962, namely, 26th October, 1962 
to 9th January, 1968, and who has reverted there- 
from to the extent of the period of his service (in-
